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City Council Develops 
For County Authorities

The Greenbelt city council, in a Friday night work session 
on Sept. 6, thrashed out ideas for questions to county au¬ 
thorities seeking confirmation of the six-point proposal the 
county executive has recently made to the city in connection 
with East Greenbelt development. The six-point offering 
is intended to placate the city council angry about the coun¬ 
ty executive’s efforts to promote the development of Sun¬ 
rise Village Apartments. Council members agreed that the 
city must find out whether the county executive has the au¬ 
thority to produce the results promised in his six-point plan 
before any decisions can be made on the current develop¬ 
ment situation in East Greenbelt. 


Eight Candidates for City Council 
Face Voters at Candidates’ Forums

All five members of the current city council — Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld, Mayor Pro-tern Richard R. Pilski, and Coun- 
cilmembers Thomas X. White, Edward V. J. Putens and 
Antoinette M. “Toni” Bram — are out on the hustings along 
with the challengers, Joseph C. Isaacs, Valerie Siegel and 
Steven A. Curtis. These eight candidates are vying for five 
council seats in what promises to be a lively campaign. Elec¬ 
tion day is Monday, September 30, from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


Based on discussion at the ses¬ 
sion and the concerns of those 
present the council developed 
seven questions related to re¬ 
cent offers presented to the city 
by Fern Piret on behalf of Coun¬ 
ty Executive Parris Glendening: 

1. Can the county executive 
legally commit the transfer of 
surplus school land to the city? 

2. Does the county executive 
have the authority to commit Tax 
Incremental Financing (TIF) 
funds for advance funding of the 
bridge improvement over the 
Baltiin™ e-Washington Parkway ? 

3. Is there a reverter clause 
or other legal impediment to 
prevent transfer of surplus school 
land to the city? (A “reverter 
clause” might give the original 
private owner of the land the 
right to repurchase the tract from 
the county.) 

4. Does the county executive 
have the authority to commit ad¬ 
ditional State Open Space Funds 
to the city for the park in East 
Greenbelt? 

5. Will the. federal government 
approve the widening of the Rt. 
193 bridge overpass for the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway? 

6. What restrictions will the 
county impose on Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage Apartments in return for 
revenue bond financing? 

7. Will the county commit to 
giving the city a voice in all 
planning along Greenbelt Road, 
even that outside of the city 
which would affect the city 



through increased traffic levels 
or in other ways? 

The work session was attended 
by Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, coun- 
cilmembers Toni Bram, Ed Pu¬ 
tens and Tom White, as well as 
representatives of Coakley and 
Williams, the Hunting Ridge 
Condominium Association and the 
Greenbriar Condominium Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The mayor and council mem¬ 
bers present questioned whether 
the several offers made by the 
county executive could be de¬ 
livered without approvals by oth¬ 
er authorities, such as the county 
council. “Is an agreement by the 
county executive binding on the 
county council? I don't think it 
is,” said Putens. 

Putens expressed anger that 
the city must ask for an agree¬ 
ment with the county to be in¬ 
formed of development plans in 
the city. “It aggravates me,” he 
said. 

Not only should the city be 
informed of what goes on in the 
city, said Bram. but of develop¬ 
ment plans all along Greenbelt 
Road, since that additional traf¬ 
fic also impacts the city. 

East Greenbelt Position 

Bob Zugby, representing citi¬ 
zens from East Greenbelt who 
met with developer Jim McCraig 
of the Sunrise project on August 
22, read a letter to the council 
signed by representatives of the 
East Greenbelt Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee, the Hunting Ridge Home¬ 
owner's Association, the Green- 
briar Community Association and 
the Windsor Green Homeowner's 
Association. 

The letter stated that the rep¬ 
resentatives had concluded that 
the Sunrise project is likely to 
occur with or without tax-exempt 
bond financing. The letter fur¬ 
ther said that McCaig had agreed 
to maintain Sunrise Village as 
a luxury all-adult community if

7 Questions 
to Answer 

Council Meeting

At its September 9, regu¬ 
lar meeting the city council 
unanimously directed city 
staff to send a letter to the 
county executive asking for 
reassurances about the con¬ 
cerns developed at the Sept. 
6 work session (see adjacent 
story) as well as a traffic stu¬ 
dy for the area which would 
include proposed projects 
such as the Sunrise Village 
Apartments, and a commit¬ 
ment to the city to be given 
a voice in all development a- 
long Greenbelt Road, in or 
out of the city. 

The letter should seek also a 
commitment, in writing, for com¬ 
pletion of the road projects in 
question, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
s&id, as well as assurances from 
the county office of law on mat¬ 
ters such as additional funding 
for park development. 

The council's concerns cen¬ 
tered on the question of whether 
or not the county executive has 
the authority to deliver the goods 
with regard to recent promises 
to the city, including a time 
schedule for planned road con¬ 
struction, advanced funding for 
road improvements in the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
bridge, quarterly reports of 
progress on road projects, no 
special inducements to develop¬ 
ers until road improvements are 
in place, increased funding for 
city park development and trans¬ 
fer of half of a 72-acre parcel 
of former Board of Education 
land to the city for use as park¬ 
land, with the remainder to be 
developed in single-family homes. 

Councilmember Ed Putens 
pointed out that in the past a 
previous county executive had as¬ 
sured the city that it would re¬ 
ceive the entire 72-acre tract 
That transfer never occurred, he 
said, and the present offer by the 
county executive may require ap¬ 
proval by the county council and 
the Maryland-National Capital 
See COUNCIL, page 4» col.

All candidates were seen work¬ 
ing the crowds at the Labor Day 
Festival. On their agenda during 
this political season are litera¬ 
ture drops, doorknocking, tele¬ 
phoning and planting of signs 
throughout the city. 

In order to heighten voter in¬ 
terest and to bring out the can¬ 
didates' positions on issues, sev¬ 
eral candidates' forums have 
been planned throughout the city. 
The first face-off, sponsored by 
the Citizens for Greenbelt, took 
place on Tuesday in the council 
chambers, Candidates will also 
appear before Green Ridge House 
residents on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 19 at 8 p.m. The Green- 
briar Community Association has 
scheduled a candidates' night on 
Monday, September 23 at 8 p.m, 
in the Greenbriar Community 
Building. On Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 26 at 7:30 p.m. a forum will 
be held by the Springhill Lake 
Civic Association in the Spring- 
hill Lake Community House. 

At these events candidates can 
be expected to field questions on 
a variety of issues, including de¬ 
velopment and zoning, the elec¬ 
tion process, the recent bond 
referendum parkland, crime pre¬ 
vention and police protection. 

On Monday, September 30, 
Greenbelters will elect five coun¬ 
cil members for two-year terms, 
all at large. In order for a can¬ 
didate to be elected, he or she 
must receive at least 40G of the 
votes cast. If fewer than five 
candidate's receive such a vote, a 
run-off election will be held one 
week later on Monday, October 
7. Traditionally the top vote- 
getter has been selected as mayor 
by the newly elected council. 

Some 3,222 Greenbelters are 
currently on the voter registra¬ 
tion rolls. This is a minuscule 
gain over the 1983 total, but is 
almost an eight percent gain over 
the May 1985 bond referendum 
figures. (See table p. 8). There 
have been registered-voter in¬ 
creases over 1983 in three of the 
city's four precincts, but a ma¬ 
jor decrease in Springhill Lake's 
precinct 8. 

There will be no referendum 
questions on the ballot this year. 
However, voters will again be 
asked to complete an informa¬ 
tion questionnaire dealing with 
city programs and services. A 


complete copy of the question¬ 
naire will be published in future 
issues of the News Review, 

Polling places are: Precinct 3 
—Greenbelt Municipal Building; 
and Precinct 6 — North End 
School; Precinct 8 — Springhill 
Lake Community House; and 
Precinct 13 — Greenbriar Com¬ 
munity Center. 

Applications for absentee bal¬ 
lots are now being accepted in 
the city clerk's office in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building. Signed applica¬ 
tions must be made in writing and 
must reach the office of the city 
clerk no later than noon, Friday, 
September 27. The absentee bal¬ 
lot must be returned to the city 
clerk no later than 6 p.m. on elec¬ 
tion day, September 30. Applica¬ 
tion forms are available in the 
city offices. Persons who are leav¬ 
ing town may make an applica¬ 
tion at the city clerk's office and 
may complete their absentee bal¬ 
lots at the same time. 

Any qualified voter who is un¬ 
able to vote in the election be¬ 
cause of religious beliefs, physi¬ 
cal condition or absence from 
the city on the day of election 
may vote by absentee ballot.

Community Savings and Loan Association of Bethesda, 
with assets of $482 million, was placed under state conserva¬ 
torship late last Thursday, September 5, by Governor Harry 
Hughes. The executive order, effective September 10, ex¬ 
tended the governor's prior freeze on withdrawals at Com¬ 
munity for another 45 days. The earlier 20-day ban on with¬ 
drawals announced by Hughes on August 20 was due to ex¬ 
pire at the close of business September 9. The executive 
order again prohibits any access to funds already in the 
S&L, but for the first time allows depositors access to 
third-party deposits; that is, direct deposit of federal, pay¬ 
roll or Social Security checks. 

Thursday in a Virginia court just 
hours prior to and thus foiling 
the State’s bid in Montgomery 
County Court to take over most 
of the EPIC subsidiaries in addi¬ 
tion to Community 

“The state is now sending in 
consultants to see what the li¬ 
quidity of Community is—its as¬ 
sets and liabilities,” said Silver- 
stein. After that the State will 
“develop a plan for hardship 
cases,” he said. 

The governor, in the same ex¬ 
ecutive order, relaxed somewhat 
the rules for the other large 
S&Ls which have not yet re¬ 
ceived federal insurance. With 
certain exceptions, these monies 
are now available: escrow ac¬ 
counts; payroll accounts; ac¬ 
counts of business in which the 
S&L has equity; money for com¬ 
pletion of construction of a new 
home, tuition, mortgages, custo¬ 
dial or medical care of a person 
65 or over, emergency medical 
care; debts owed to the S&L; and 
state, local or federal taxes. Per¬ 
sons must show in writing that 
the need is immediate and that 
the funds will be used exclusively 
for the purpose stated. * ^ 

First Maryland branches are 
open. Community branches are 
closed, but depositors may call 
493-6555 for information. The 
state's S&L hotline number is 
1-800-638-6661.

The same rules apply to First 
Maryland Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation, whose deposits have 
-been frozen by the governor for 
60 days as of August 23. First 
Maryland, with assets of $419 
million, has been actively seeking 
acquisition by a major banking 
center. Earlier this week Citi¬ 
corp. in a letter of intent, an¬ 
nounced it will acquire the thrift. 
While the process may require 
several months, depositors can 
“take heart that the situation 
is close to resolution,” said Nor¬ 
man Silverstein, the governor’s 
chief spokesman for the S&L 
crisis. 

Community’s takeover by the 
state came following reported 
failure of efforts during the past 
three weeks to rescue Commun¬ 
ity’s subsidiary EPIC (Equity 
Programs Investment Corp.)—a 
$1.3 billion complex of limited 
partnerships and related compa¬ 
nies which hold mortgages and 
mortage-‘hacked securities on 
some 20.00C homes .across the 
country. The mortgages are 
backed by private insurers. 
Banks and savings and loans in 
a number of states including 
Maryland have invested in EPIC- 
backed securities. The failure of 
EPIC to make payments on 
those investments in mid-August 
triggered Community’s troubles 
when the public, informed of po¬ 
tential difficulties the S&L could 
face in obtaining federal deposit 
insurance, scurried to rescue their 
deposits. 

Lawyers for the EPIC partner¬ 
ships filed bankruptcy papers

Park and Planning Commission. 

Maryland Trade Center 

Councihnember Dick Pilski 
read a letter from Coakley and 
Williams expressing “alarm and 
disappointment” with regard to 
the current problems in proceed¬ 
ing with construction of the third 
Maryland Trade Center highrise 
ar.d the addition to the Holiday 
Inn despite trust and good faith 
on their part. The letter also 
stated that the delays in approval 
for construction of their projects 
was costing tenants because com¬ 
petition was drawing them to 
other areas. The letter also stat¬ 
ed that Holiday Inn may back out 
of the proposed expansion of its 
building and instead expand an¬ 
other project outside of the city 
limits if negotiations with the 
city can not be completed within 
a reasonable amount of time. 

Pilski made a vigorous de¬ 
fense of Coakley and Williams and 
said. “I’m just concerned that we 
don’t let the Coakley and Williams 
people kind of die on the vine.” 
He described Coakley and Wil¬ 
liams as “fine partners and good 
tenants, “and pointed out that 
their development of Maryland 
Trade Center Pa^k ha3 oeen good 
for the county and has given em¬ 
ployment to many people in the 
area. 

“Let’s not hold up Coakley and 
Williams because of what hap¬ 
pened with Sunrise,” Pilski said, 
pointing out that the increased 
traffic from that project is not 
the fault of Coakley and Wil¬ 
liams and that the Maryland 
Trade Center project had been 
assured of being first in line 
for development. 

Pilski then moved to release 
Coakley and Williams from the 
covenants with the city requiring 
road improvements to the Han- 
oVefr Parkway area to be in place 
prior to construction. His motion 
died for lack of a second. 

Councihnember Tom White said 
that the Sunrise Village project 
makes it critical for the city to 
make sure that the road improve¬ 
ments will be in place. “It (Sun¬ 
rise) could upset the whole apple 
cart with regard to the service 
levels that the covenants (with 
Coakley and Williams) require. 

“T h e county administration 
threw a curve into the proceed¬ 
ings,” said White, who pointed 
out that the traffic study is im¬ 
portant so that the capacity of 
Hanover Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road can be determined, based on 
current development projections. 

East Greenbelt Views 

Bob Zugby. representing citi¬ 
zen’s groups from East Green¬ 
belt, read into the record a letter 
whjch had been presented to the 
council at the work session. It 
expressed the view that the Sun¬ 
rise project would occur with or 
without bond financing and men¬ 
tioned that if the county would 
meet four conditions the citizens’ 
groups would recommend to the 
city that it withdraw opposition 
to the use of tax-exempt bonds 
for the Sunrise project. 

When Pilski asked Zugby the 
groups’ position on Coakley and 
Williams, Zugby said they were 


not opposed to the project but 
characterized the position of 
Coakley and Williams as that of 
a car at an intersection with 
a green light and an eighteen- 
wheel truck (Sunrise) bearing 
down in the other direction and 
not paying attention to the light. 

“Think about the people of 
Greenbelt who are also at risk 
in this situation,” Zugby said. 
Coakley and Williams should 
realize that it is not the city that 
is responsible for the situation, 
but that the county executive’s 
office is responsible. 

Councilmember Bram noted that 
“Coakley and Williams came 
along and absolutely stood on 
their head to work with the city,” 
at a time when the city had la¬ 
mented the lack of cooperation 
by developers. She added that 
this made the city understand the 
plight of Coakley and Williams, 
but that the situation prevented 
complete sympathy. 

Developer Jim McCaig of the 
Sunrise project also spoke be¬ 
fore the council to request no¬ 
tification of any future work ses¬ 
sions open to the public and in¬ 
volving his project. Weidenfeld 
apologized to -him for his not be¬ 
ing informed of the September 6 
work session.

What is a “pulp-cap” 

The living tss.ue contained 
within the central hollow core 
of a tooth is called the pulp. 
It’s primary components are 
tiny blood vessels, body fluids 
and nerve fibers, the same el¬ 
ements found in all living tis¬ 
sues- When a cavity is very 
large, it can affect the health 
of the pulps, either by direct 
contact or just by being very 
close to the pulp. Most people 
refer to this as touching or 
being close to the **nerve”. 

A “pulp-cap” is a procedure 
done to prevent the undesir¬ 
able effects of a deep cavity, 
which dan range from a mild 
sensitivity all the way to the 
need for root canal therapy 
After thoroughly cleaning a- 
way any decayed tooth struc¬ 
ture, your dentist will place 
a melicated dressing at the 
point Closest to the pulp. A 
filling or other restoration as 
needed will then be placed- 
The success of a pulp-cap can 
not immediately be determ¬ 
ined, and in all cases a fol¬ 
low-up Observation and re-ev¬ 
aluation is absolutely neces¬ 
sary.

Miners, F armers, W alkers,Gardener s 
Fort Builders - Old Trails Remain

Part two of two 

One part of Greenbelt’s or¬ 
iginal green belt remains and 
is located between the GHI 
houses and the Baltimore 
Washington Parkway. Des¬ 
ignated parcels 1, 2 and sur¬ 
plus school board land, this 
acreage is as yet undevelop¬ 
ed, remaining as natural 
woodland. In the first part 
of this two-part series on 
what this land contains and 
how it has been used, the 
animals, birds and plants 
which make their home here 
were discussed. The present 
article will focus on the way 
humans have used and still 
do use this tract. 

Although this land is com¬ 
pletely undeveloped, not even 
managed as parkland, many 
Greenbelt residents find recrea¬ 
tional uses for it. Although esti¬ 
mating how many Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents do use these woods would 
be hard the large network of 
paths that crisscross parcels 1, 
2 and the surplus school board 
land give silent testimony to the 
fact it is well used. Year after 
year the main paths remain al¬ 
most as wide and free of growth 
as sidewalks. 

When talking to Greenbelters, 
one discovers they use these 
woods in search of old mines and 
remains of old farm houses. A 
couple who live on Ridge Road 
gather edible mushrooms. They 
report seeing other edible plants, 
such as service berries, paw paw, 
blueberries and huckleberries. 
Several persons mentioned that 
they enjoy looking for wildflow- 
ers. 

These woods have provided a 
wonderful place for children to 
play. It seems to be a require¬ 
ment for boys growing up in 
Greenbelt to build tree houses 
and tree forts here. These forts 
seem to be limited only by the 
builder’s imagination and ability 
to scrounge materials. Many 
forts seem to last only a season 
or two, but the more ingenious 
ones live on in the memories of 
those who built them and saw 
them. Some of the more memor¬ 
able ones were: a wooden plat¬ 
form more than 30 feet above the 
ground, reached only by a thick 
rope; a log cabin; a log buried 
underground; and a tree fort 
built at the edge of a deep gully 
with a tire swing that swung out 
over the gully. 

There’s just no knowing the 
variety of uses Greenbelters make 
of the woodland right in the heart 
of their town. Lekh and Suzanne 
Batra of Ridge Road conducted 
scientific research for seven years 
in these woods. The result of 
their work was published in an 
article in Science magazine in 
May. Suzanne says they found it 
a good place to work because it 
is undisturbed and there is no 
use of herbicides and pesticides 
in these woods. 

And of course there are the 
intangible benefits Greenbelt de¬ 
rives from so much woodland in 
its heart. Hundreds of people live 
within a short distance of these 
woods whose presence adds a 
country-like feel to Greenbelt. 
City Trail and Historic District 

There is a planned city trail 
that could, perhaps, be finished 
some day. City Administrative 
Aide Mike McLaughlin says that 
part of this trail has already been 
built from the end of Laurel Hill 


Road to approximately straight 
beck from the end of Plateau 
Place. A sign near the end of 
Laurel Hill Road tells how the 
land for the perimeter trail park 
was obtained by the city through 
a bond sale and from federal 
and state agencies. 

Parcels 1, 2 and the surplus 
school board land, along with 
GHI homes and other parts of 
Greenbelt, are listed on the Na¬ 
tional Register of Historic Places. 
This listing carries certain pro¬ 
tections at the federal level. 

Before Greenbelt 

The land on which Greenbelt 
was built was occupied by small 
farms before it was purchased by 
the U.S. government. Looking at 
a 1935 map, one sees these names: 
Derby, Aitchson, Snowden, Mat- 
thai, G. Sommers, Cook Bozie- 
vich. Appold, Raport, J. A. Som¬ 
mers, Cherry, and Crabbe. Crabbe 
appears to have owned much of 
the property and a detailed topo¬ 
graphy map of this property 
from 1941 shows a farm house, 
out buildings, fruit trees, and a 
burial ground near what is now 
Hamilton Place. Earlier this was 
the Hamilton property. The old 
cemetery still remains in which 
members of the Hamilton family 
were buried during the 1800’s. 

Remains of other farm build¬ 
ings could possibly be found in 
these woods. Jack Wennerstrom 
of Crescent Road reports finding 
a spring enclosed with field 
stones in parcel 1. This reporter 
has seen the remnants of an old 
road and what could be an old 
house foundation south of North- 
way extended. And Steve Lan- 
gone, of Garden way claims to 


have found what may be the re¬ 
mains of old mine operations 
south of the Northway athletic 
fields and also north of the creek 
that starts behind 58 Court Ridge 
Road and flows into Beaver Dam 
Creek. Others have reported un¬ 
usual land features that could be 
the remains of old mining opera¬ 
tions. 

Iron Mine 

It is likely that the remains 
of old mines could be found, for 
Greenbelt lies in a line of iron 
mines that runs from Washing¬ 
ton, DjC. up through Baltimore 
County. This is due to a geologi¬ 
cal feature called the Arundel 
formation, which is clay in which 
lumps and nodules of iron ore 
are found in an irregular distri¬ 
bution. Fossils are also found in 
it. The formation is found where 
streams cut through the forma¬ 
tion to expose it. 

A number of old iron mines 
were located around Laurel, one 
in the Greenbelt area. Farmers 
could have carried on small scale 
mining operations on their own 
property. 

According to The Report on the 
Iron Ores of Maryland, put out 
by the Maryland Geological and 
Economic Survey in 1911, the 
Hedgman Ore Banks, owned by 
J.N.S, Hedgman, were located 2ti 
miles east of Branchville. They 
consisted of two openings meas¬ 
uring 70 feet x 30 feet and 50 
feet x 30 feet. Comparing the 
1911 map with modern road and 
topographical maps, this reporter 
was unable to pinpoint the exact 
location of the ore banks, for 
roads and stream flow have 
changed in the last 70 years. This 


reporter estimates that the mine 
could be anywhere in the area 
from the intersection of South¬ 
way and Greenbelt Road all the 
way to parcel 2. 

During the Greenbelt Years 

Parcels 1, 2 and the surplus 
school board land were only a 
small part of the green space that 
surrounded the original town of 
Greenbelt. This land was prob¬ 
ably used for the same type of 
recreational uses as it is today. 
Garden areas and several town 
dumps were also located on this 
land. 

In 1939 gardens existed near 
the present-day Northway Fields. 
And in 1940 there were gardens 
on the present-day GHI proper¬ 
ties and on parcel 2. Today there 
are still gardens on parcel 2 next 
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to Hamilton Place. 

Two town dumps were estab¬ 
lished in parcel 1 before 1952. 
What is now Northway Athletic 
Fields was a dump as recently as 
the early 1970’s. 

Parcels 1 and 2 have been 
owned by private developers 
since 1955. In 1966 the Board of 
Education purchased part of par¬ 
cel 2 which became the present- 
day surplus school board land. 
No development has yet taken 
place on this land, though 
through the years plans have 
been made to do so.

pared to accept the Sunrise proj¬ 
ect and recommend that the city 
withdraw opposition to tax- 
exempt financing for the project 
if the county would satisfy four 
conditions: 

1. “A firm schedule for public 
utilities construction should be 
drawn to include the completion 
of Hanover Parkway (with the 
modifications requested by Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge), the widening of 
Greenbelt Road and the Balti¬ 
more-Washing ton Parkway over¬ 
pass (with or without federal 
funds), and a firm commitment 
by the state for relocating the 
Parkway access ramps at Green¬ 
belt Road. Such a schedule must 
show projected completion dates 
and ensure that none of the de¬ 
velopment plans already approved 
(Tidier, Smith - Ewing. Trade 
Center) will be obstructed.” 

2. “The county should commit 
at least $50,000 per year for a 
minimum of three years toward 
the development and maintenance 
of Schrom Park.” 

3. “The county should commit 
to the City of Greenbelt. all 
surplused or to - be - surpluses! 
school property within the city 
limits.” 

4. “The county should pledge 


through, his development will 
consume traffic flow* capacity on 
which Coakley and Williams has 
been counting—capacity that the 
firm needs to meet its covenant 
with the city. 

Later in the meeting, when it 
became apparent that the council 
would take no action on any of 
the development projects in East 
Greenbelt until it received the an¬ 
swers to its questions to the 
county. Coakley, obviously exas¬ 
perated, asked why the city was 
holding Coakley and Williams 
hostage in this situation. 

In response, Putens pointed 
out that the Sunrise project 
caused questions about traffic 
levels resulting from any and all 
development on the east side of 
the city and that projects could 
not be looked at one at a time.
